EUROPE AIDS THE BOERS.

The Times says editorially this morning: 

Two serious attempts to break through the 
extended lines held by the Boers, attempts 
in ‘which our troops have done all that could 
be expected of soldiers by the most exacting 
critics, have fof one reason or another 
proved wholly unsuccessful. 

The retreat across the Tugela must be 
taken to show that no further attempt is in 
Immediate contemplation, and as time is an 
important factor in the case it can hardly be 
necessary to dwell upon the extreme proba- 
bility that we shall learn a little sooner or 
later of the catastrophe which is almost 
without precedent in our military history, 
and, indeed, without parallel except in the 


‘We are checked at every point of the cam- 
paign. In fact, the campaign is still to 
begin. We wish we had clearer proofs that 
eyen now the government has any adequate 
comprehension of the situation. The utter- 
ances of responsible Ministers have done 
nothing to reassure the country on this 
point. 

Heavy or light, the thing has to be done, 
and the govermment ought to prepare for 
the immediate dispatch of 50,000 men and to 
take steps to send yet another 50,000, if these 
should be needed. The hopeless attempts to

EXPEDIENCY EXCUSE FOR LIQUOR 


TAX DELINQUENCIES, 


City Administration Admits the Col- 
lector Purposely Omits to Insist on 
Fee in Advance — Mayor Harrison 
Believes in Nursing Weak Saloons 
for Revenue—Will “ Poke Up” Po- 
lice—Alling Promises Council In- 

vestigation. | 


The city administration confessed yester- 
day that its Collector’s department pur- 
posely violates the law by allowing saloons 
to sell liquor without paying in advance the 
required fee. The excuse offered was finan- 
cial expediency. Mayor Harrison said $500,- 
000 a year was made by the city by nursing 


‘weak saloons. However, he declared that 


the police should be poked up to see that 
licenses are displayed in the 192 saloons 
where reporters for THe TUN found no 
permits to sell exhibited as the law re- 
quires. 5 

Mayor Harrison also said the “bumboat ” 
at the Randolph street pier and all places 
selling without even a brewery O. K.“ 
‘must be called to account. 

Alderman Walter C. Nelson of the Thirty- 
second Ward did not-take any stock in the 
administration’s plea of financial expediency 
except in a questionable sense. He said 
without mincing words that the brewery in- 
dorsement was part of a political compact 
with the administration. He referred to an 
investigation of the Collector’s office made 
by him some time ago and declared that the 
partial payment scheme was deep-rooted 
and that it would do no good to try to eradi- 
cate it. He said there was no intention to 
make a change and Mayor Harrison admit- 
ted practically the same thing. 

Alderman Alling’s Plan. 

The City Council will be asked tonight to 
authorize an inquiry into the methods of. 
the Collector’s office. Alderman Alling an- 
nounced last evening that he would intro- 
duce a resolution asking the Council Com- 
mittee on Licenses to investigate and re- 
port on the manner of issuing licenses and 
receiving payment therefor and the prac- 
tice of permitting the opening of saloons on 
partial payments.” git will be asked that 
an alphabetical list of retail liquor license 
holders, together with the address of each, 
be compiled for reference and as a means 
to check any dodging. 

„There is too little respect in Chicago for 
the law as law,” said Alderman Alling. 
„Any license dodging works an injustice 
to the saloon man who pays his tax. It 
takes money out of the pockets of taxpay- 
ers. The bane of a large city is that there 
is too much individual ‘ pull’ and too little 
regard for law. This is true, too, in license 
branches of city control other than tho 
retail liquor field.” 

Citizens Express Indignation. 

The story of the Collector's methods, as 
printed in Tun Sunpar TRIBUNE, caused 
wide comment over the city. People gen- 
erally expressed indignation that the law 
was violated openly, and favored having the 
weak blotted out. | ;

Many instances were 
recalled where men with political pulls” 
had secured the consent of the city officials 
to put off tax collection in the cases of weak 


saloons. 
| Mayor Gives His Views. 

„ The theory is that licenses are issued to 
raise revenue,” said Mayor Harrison. This 
should be conducted, therefore, so as to 
protect the city and, at the same time, bring 
in as much money as-possible. . For that rea- 
son the city shows leniency toward delin- 
quents and allows breweries to guarantee 
payment on the part of some of their cus- 
tomers. The idea has been that a man is 
supposed to pay his license tax before the 
expiration of the period for which the license 

issued.”’ | 
ae The law explicitly requires, however, it 
‘was suggested to the Mayor, 4 that pay- 
ment must be made in advance,’ or, in other 
words, at the opening of the tax period, if 
the saloon man is then in business. 

„Well, the license laws give the Mayor con- 
siderable discretionary powers,” the Execu- 
tive replied. ‘I am merely following the 
lines laid down by Mayors who served ahead 
of me. Evidently the allowing of time in 
which to pay has been found to be the best 
way to get the most money for the city. If 
the law as to advance payment was strictly 
carried out, I believe there would be a loss 
of $500,000 a year in revenue from this source 
Ait would drive many men who could not get 
the money at the opening of the period out 
of business. 

Is it right to allow the opening of saloons 
where a deposit is made on the license fee, 
though the license is not formally issued?“

CROOKS 1N A FIGHT. 


DUEL IN QUINCY HOTEL. 


Detective Koch Shoots Man Who Re- 
sists Arrest—Search for His Com- 
panion Results in Battle Through 
Cerridors and Up Stairs—One Shot

Quincy, III., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—In a run- 
ning fight through the corridors of Moeck- 
er's Hotel early this morning the careers of 
two expert safeblowers were put to an end 
by the revolvers of Quincy policemen. The 
same agency disposed of.a confederate last 
night on the street in front of the Newcomb 
Hotel, when Detective Koch instantly killed 
a stranger who attempted to shoot him 
when asked to accompany him to the sta- 
tion and explain his business in the city.

It is believed the gang so summarily dis-

Both revolvers cracked at the same time. 
The bullet from Crowley’s revolver went 
wild, but that of the policeman’s weapon 
buried itself in the robber’s knee. 

Wounded as he was, Crowley did not give 
up his effort to escape. He ran limping 
down the corridor, shooting over his shoul- 
der as he went and hoping to reach an en- 
trance by a rear stairway. He reached the 
door, only to be confronted by the muzzies 
of two revolvers held by policemen who had 
been stationed there to cut off his escape.

GLOOMY OPENING OF THE WEEK 


High Hopes in London Have Given 
Away to a Feeling of 
Depression. | 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRBSS.] 

LONDON, Jan. 29., 4:15 a. m The week 
has opened with utmost gloom for the Brit- 
ish public and the reaction is all the stronger 
because of the high hopes that were reposed 
in General Buller’s turning movement and 
of his announcement that there would be 
“no turning back.“ 

At the moment when Dr. Leyds is being 
received as an honored guest in the highest 
circles on the continent, Great Britain has 
to face the worst disaster in a campaign thus 
far disastrous. 

Open talk is heard of the absolute neces- 
| sity of abandoning Ladysmith to its fate, 
while Lord Roberts reverts to the original 
plan of an advance over the Orange River 
upon Bloemfontein. 

To Ladysmith the disappointment must be 
bitter. A dispatch from the Boer laager 
near the town, dated Jan. 24, describes the 
garrison as “ evidently preparing a desper- 
ate coup in order to effect a junction with 
General Buller’s advancing army.“ It may 
be regarded as a certainty that, in the con- 
fident hope of early relief, Sir George White 
has lately been issuing extra rations, and 
this fact has given rise to an exaggerated 
idea as to the length of time the provisions 
would last. 

Even should it be decided to send General 
Buller reinforcements, arid to attempt to 
reach Ladysmith by a miovement through 
the still more difficult country each of 
Colenso, it is extremely doubtful whether 
the garrison could hold out long enough, as 
such a movement would occupy at least a 
month. 

Spirit of the Press. 

All the editorials~this morning express 
calm determination. Not one will allow that 
any reverse could deter the country from the 
object it has set itself to attain, whatever the 
sacrifices which may be involved. Frank 
criticism of the government, however, is 
beginning to be heard even in quarters that 
have hitherto refrained.

General Buller’s ob- 
security in his dispatches is rather bitterly 
criticised, as well as the evident fact that 
the censor is not only heavily delaying, but 
is eliminating all important matter from the 
few newspaper dispatches. To judge with

It appears that General Buller had alto- 
gether five brigades wholly or partly en- 
gaged—General Cooke's, General Hildyard's, 
General Hart's, General Woodgate’s, and 
General Lyttleton's, and the 270 casualties 
already announced in Lyttleton’s brigade 
are thus explained.

Mystery in the Retreat. 
Much mystery still surrounds the retreat. 
It is possible that General Buller has with- 
drawn his whole forces, but it is generally 
assumed that Lyttleton’s brigade and Lord 
Dundonald’s cavalry and other troops are 
still on the north side of the Tugela. 

General Buller’s confidence that the Boers 
did not molest his retreat because they had 
been taught to respect the fighting powers 
of the British soldier is not shared in Lon- 
don. It is thought rather that the Boers had 
some other plan in store or did not wish to 
waste their men. | 

The situation at other points is unchanged,

LONDON, Jan. 29.—The Daily News pub- - 
lishes the following dispatch dated Spear- 
man's Camp, Wednesday afternoon, but 
held back presumably by the censor until 
Friday, Jan. 26:

During his reception by Count von Bulow no 
politicai matters were mentioned.” 


MEDIATION: SENTIMENT GROW 


Washington Circles Think Public Opin- 
ion Favors Action to End War on 
Part of United States. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
Montagu White, who is the unofficial repre- 
sentative of the Transvaal here, said: 

I have no reason to doubt the reports of 
the terrible losses to the British arms. I 
have no means of getting any: news, as the 
cables are in control of the British officials. 
Consequently I have to depend on the press 
dispatches for the news I receive.” 

Further than this Mr. White refused to 
talk. Diploinatic and army circles are dis- 
cussing the heavy losses of the British at 
Spion Kop, and in some quarters the sugges- 
tion is made that the terrible loss of life sus- 
tained by the British during the last few 
days will create such a public sentiment as 
to force Great Britain to ask for mediation. 
It is also suggested that the repulse at Spion 
Kop with its attendant casualties will arouse 
a general feeling in the United States in 
favor of putting a stop to the war, and peti- 
tions to Congress may be expected to in- 
crease urgifig that the United States inter- 
vene in some way and propose mediation be- 
tween Great Britain and the Transvaal. — 

In diplomatic circles the idea that Great 
Britain may join in a request for mediation 
after the long series of reverses she has ex- 
perienced does not receive much support. If 
Great Britain agreed to mediation it is 
pointed out its prestige and power in south 
Africa would be gone. England would prac- 
tically admit by such a course, it is said, that 
it cannot cope with even a small government 
in south Africa, and the colonies which Great 
Britain controls there would in all probabil- 
ity revolt, with the prospect of British power 
being wiped off that part of the continent. 
On this account it is believed that Great 
Britain would not at the present time agree 
to mediation. 

As far as intervention on the part of the 
United States is concerned, it gan be stated 
that no official step will be taken which could 
in any way be construed into an act of un- 
friendliness to Great Britain. 4 

It was suggested here today that Mr. 
Montagu White, who represents the Boer 
republic unofficially in this country, might 
be recognized as the official diplomatic rep- 
resentative of the Transvaal. This, it is 
said, cannot be done without the consent 
of Great Britain, and under present cir- 
cumstances it is believed that Great Brit- 
ain would not consent to the Transvaal 
being accorded any privilege here not en- 
joyed in the past. ' 

It is believed that the defeat of the Brit- 
ish forces at Spion Kop and the continued 
reverses’ they have met with may result 
in the overthrow of the Salisbury adminis- 
tration. Parliament meets on Tuesday, and 
those who have been watching the trend of 
sentiment in England believe that a change 
in or reconstruction of the ministry may 
follow.

GEN. MERRITT SEES MISTAKES. 


Says First Great Error of British Was 
to Underrate a Worthy 
| Enemy. | 


New York, Jan. 28.—General Wesley Mer- 
ritt, in an article this morning on the 
Lessons of the Boer War,“ says: 

“Perhaps the most striking feature of 
the war is the fact that the British seem to 
have committed the great error of ‘ despising 
their enemy,’ the Boers. No power which 
has ever done this has escaped cause to 
regret it, and I confess that I am surprised 
the British should have done as they did. 
A maxim as old as war itself is to the effect, 
‘Do not despise—underrate—the enemy.’ 

“The British appear to have been negli- 
gent in their scouting work. This is the 
next thing that surprises me. In a com- 
paratively unknown country, with a rough 
surface, and practically in a foreign ter- 
ritory, a General's first duty should be 
assidious attention to his scouting depart- 
ment. These scouts should be men thor- 
oughly trained in that particular sort of 
scouting—men who would not allow them- 
selves to be deceived by mere appearance on 
the surface, and who would thoroughly ex- 
plore the country in advance. ee 

“On the contrary, the Boers have paid 
remarkable attention to these things. I am 
convinced that to these two pieces of fore- 
sight on the part of the Boers, more than to 
all else, must be attributed the signal suc- 
cess of their encounters with the British. 

It strikes me that the rank and file of the 
British army were not in just the proper 
attitude for the war with the Transvaal. It 
must be remembered that the British have 
been fighting people for the last fifty years 
whose mode of warfare compelled their ene- 
miés to give way when charged at the point 
of the bayonet by the brave English soldiers. 

“ think the British officers have exhibited 
exceptional bravery in this war, but I believe 
also that they have no right to expose them- 
selves in this fashion.

STORY OF BRITISH FAILURE. 


Buller’s Disastrous Attempt to Turn the 
‘ Boers’ Right on Way to 
| Ladysmith. 


The flanking movement that ended at 
Spion Kop and the subsequent retreat of 
Buller were directed with a view to turning 
the right of the Boer position on the west of 
Ladysmith. About 25,000 men were sent by 
General Buller on this detour to the west, 
while an assault on the positions of the 
enemy in front at Colenso was said to be 
part of the plan. | 

The flanking force moved from Frere in 
four columis on Jan. 10. The expedition was 
accompanied by naval guns and howitzers 
in adition to rapid-firing and field pieces, 
and 5,000 vehicles carrying commissary and 
Quarterniasters’ stores. 

General Warren was chief in command, 
and his own division numbered between 
12,000 and 18,000 men. Lyttleton's brigade 
consisted of 5,000 men, and Barton had be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 men. The fourth 
brigade contained 4,000 men, and Dundon- 
ald's cavalry and mounted infantry force 
numbered 2,500. | 

General Warren reached Spearman’s Farm 
on Jan. 11. Dundonald's mounted brigade 
proceeded to Zwart Kop and took a position 
commanding Fotgieter’s Drift. This drift 
in the Cugela River was selected as the ford- 
ing place twelve miles west of Colenso. 

Hildyard’s brigade reached Springfield 
and captured the bridge over the Little 
Tugela. | 

General Lyttleton’s brigade reached Pot- 
gieter’s Drift on Jan. 12, and after waiting 
four days crossed the river on Jan. 16 and 
seized a row of hills one mile beyond the 
river. That night the howitzers were ferried 
across the river. : 

With the main body of the flanking force 
General Warren moved six miles farther 
west and crossed the Tugela at Wagon Drift. 
After crossing the river Warren advanced 
two miles and occupied the heights of Spion 
Kop. 

Dundonald’s mounted brigade made a wider 
detour and found fighting all along the way 
of its advance. On Jan. 19 it was reported 
that Dundonald had advanced to within 
twelve miles of Ladysmith. The next day 
Warren advanced three miles, clearing the 
way as he advanced with shell fire. 

On Jan, 21 the fighting in front of Warren 
became s0 heavy that he advanced only 
1,000 yards. There was no news of what 
took place on Jan. 22. 

The next day General Buller announced an 
attack would be made that night on Spion 
Kop, as the height had considerable com- 
mand over all the enemy’s line. 

The attack was made and the kop was 
captured. It was announced that a small 
Boer foree retired at the approach of the 
British. 

General Warren was subjected toa hot fire 
from the Boer positions that form a semi- 
circle on the east of Spion Kop. General 
Buller announced that Warren was heavily 
attacked all of Jan. 24 and that his casualties 
were considerable. General Woodgate, who 
commanded the British forces on the summit 
of Spiow Kop, was mortally wounded, and on 
Jan. 25 the British troops were forced from 
the kop by assault. 

At 6 o'clock the morning of Jan. 25 the re- 
treat across the Tugela was begun.

Nationalists Elect Only Three.

PARIS, Jan. 29.—The election a ninety- 
nine Senators yesterday resulted in à prac- 
tical rout for the Nationalists, only three 


out of their thirty candidates being elected. 


The Nationalists made a great show of 
military men, including Generals Mercier, 
Lambert, Prax, Rebillot, Prother, Clersoet, 
and La Veure, and Colonels Ravant and 
Monteil.

COLDEST DAY OF THE WINTER. 


Temperature of Three Below Zero Re- 
corded—Warmer, Pleasant Weather 
Predicted for Today.

Pleasant weather, with rising tempera- 
ture, is predicted for today and tomorrow. 
The minimum record of the thermometer 
was renched yesterday morning, when the 
mercury on the Auditorium tower touched 
a fraction more than 3° below at 10 o'clock, 
the lowest of the winter. It held there for 
an hour, and then rose slowly, reaching 
zero soon after noon and 4° above at 4 
o'clock. At 5 it began sinking again, and 
at 10 o'clock was standing 2° above. The 
weather observer thought it would go be- 
low zero again before daylight this morn- 
ing, but an zverage of 15° to 18° above Is 
predicted for today. 

A thirty-five mile west wind added to the 
discomforts of those who were on the streets 
during the day. It whisked great piles of 
dirt around the corners and into the faces 
of pedestrians, and left heaps of street 
sweepings in doorways. The wind drove 
the cold into houses through the cracks 
around the windows and gave a substantial 
boom to the coal business. The wind will be 
light today, however. 

The lowest temperature on the map last 
evening was at Duluth, where the thermom- 
eter was 4° below. Havre, Mont., had 40° 
above, Helena 24°, and Williston 14°. The 
total rise for Williston was 40° during the 
day. Professor Cox said that the area of 
high barometer which threatened the cold 
wave had moved southward instead of east- 
ward toward the lakes, causing a rising 


temperature here. 


For the first time since New Year's day 


the drainage canal was without its hun- 
dreds and thousands of visitors at Robey 
street and Western avenue.

Having now felt the pulse of the country, 
and having found the Emperor’s party un- 
prepared to rally to his protection, it is like- 
ly that the Empress Dowager is preparing 
for a still more striking move with the ad- 
vent of the Chinese new year. 

Judging from surface indications, it is 
almost safe to predict that any action she 
may take will be accepted quietly, not lead- 

— ing to anything in the shape of internal con- 
vulsions or outward complications.

AGED FANATIC TELLS OF HIS LAST 
STRUGGLE. | 


Says He Walked Long Way Only to Be 
Betrayed by Chief of Whom He 
Sought Shelter—Had Hoped to End 
His Days in Mecca, but Says All Is

LABOR AT THE FUNERAL, 


DESPITE THE COLD, UNION MEN ES« 
CORT O’CONNOR’S CASKET, 


| Fully 3,000 Congregate in the Vicinity; 

ef the House, but Only 500 Join the 
Procession — Maroon Flag of the 
Metal Workers and the Stars and 
Stripes Borne by the Marchers—No 
Disturbance — Interment at Wald- 
heim. 


Disregarding the cold, 3,000 union Jabor 
men congregated yesterday afternoon in the 
neighborhood of the late residence of Ed- 
ward O’Connor, 415 West Congress street, ta 
attend his funeral. O’Connor was killed 
by Julius A. Mantzel on Tuesday night. 
Mantzel is a non-union employé of the Wins 
low Bros. factory, and when O’Connor and 
a companion attacked him he killed O' con- 
nor. Only 500 men, however, marched in 
the line that escorted the casket, and at 
Western and Warren avenues all but 100 of 
these turned back. The remainder contine 
ued their march to Fortieth avenue and West 
Madison street, where they took electric cara 
to Waldheim, where interment took place, 

at the head of the funeral procession were 
carried, side by side, two banners. One was 
the maroon flag of the union, with the tne 
scription, ‘“‘International United Metal 
Workers’ Union,” and was furled and draped 
with crape. The other was the Stars and 
Stripes. It also was draped with crape, and 
borne by striking metal workers, but it wag 
not furled. 

Contrary to the announcement of Chief 
Kipley that the police would accompany 
the marchers, and themselves carry @ 
United States flag, not a uniformed police} 
man was seen in the parade or in the vicine 
ity of the O’Connor residence. There were 
no demonstrations on the part of the march- 
ers, either at the house or at the vault at 
Waldheim. The usual services were held at 
the residence. No addresses were made, and 
there were no services at the cemetery. 


Start of the Procession. 

The body was borne from the house bee 
tween two lines of metal workers, fron 
molders, and machinists, employed at one 
time or other at the Winslow factory. A 
band of union musicians in the front of the 
house played a funeral march, and as the 
procession started struck up the official labor 
alr, Stick to Your Union.” 

When the cortége started the streets for 
two blocks around were thronged with 
spectators. Nearly all were laboring men, 
In all 3,000 people were near the house dure 
ing the day, but many left before the caskeg 
was carried to the hearse. 

Conspicuous among the marchers were the 
metal workers, wearing bright red bad 
and the molders employed in the Winslow 
factory, who wore white badges. These 
were the only two organizations marching ag 
distinct bodies. 

The Building Material Trades Council, to 
which O’Connor was a delegate, adopted 
resolutions declaring he was a martyr to 
the principies of trades unionism, and ascribe 
ing his death to well-laid plans of assassina- 
tion.

EVADES LAW FOR GAIN. 


BXPEDIENCY EXCUSE FOR LIQUOR 
TAX DELINQUENCIES. 
City Administration Admits the Col- 
lector Purposely Omits to Insist on 
Fee in Advance — Mayor Harrison 
Believes in Nursing Weak Saloons 
for Revenue—Will “ Poke Up” po- 
Mee—Alling Promises Council In- 
vestigation.

The City Collector is supposed to know what

It must 

be conducted with this end in view.“ 
“Should not the clubs be licensed? was 


asked. 
I understand the city tried that once and 
failed. They go on the principle that a club 
is a man’s home. I see no reason why a 
club should not keep liquor any more than 
why it should not be kept in my house. I 
know I would kick if the city tried to tax 
me $500 a year. Clubs pay the federal tax 
of $25 a year because the amount is not worth 
fighting over, but they would object to pay- 
ing $500 for a city license.“ 

Should so-called open houses be required 
to take out a city license? 

“If we did that we would be roasted: by 
every church in the city. But if the Council 
should instruct me to take that step, ru 


do it. I'm willing.“ 
“Should not the Masonic Temple restau- 


rant pay tHe city tax? 

“It certainly should, if liquor is sold there. 
When I learned that the restaurant in the 
Union station was selling liquors without a 
license I directed the City Collector to get 
a list of the payers of federal liquor licenses 
so as to check up and see if any liable in- 
dividuals or firms are escaping the city tax. 
We shall get after the ‘ bumboat,’ too, if 
possible, though in the days when * Black 
Jack’ Yattaw was at that business it was 
held that the city could not interfere.” 


Alderman Nelson’s Statement. 

It was Alderman Nelson of the Thirty- 
second Ward who tried some time ago to 
stir up the City Collector’s office. He de- 
clared yesterday that the Collector, in issu- 
ing saloon permisstons on a partial 
payment plan,” was acting in violation of 
law. 

»The laxity with which the City Collector 
regulates the issuance of liquor licenses, 

said Alderman Nelson, is the result of a 
political compact between the breweries 
and the administration. The Collector. on 
his own initiation, has instituted a plan by 
which the city is made to accept the guar- 
antee of breweries in lieu of the cash pay- 
ments of the individual saloonists for liquor 
licenses. The influence of the brewery con- 
stituency is brought to bear in this way. 
The saloonists, backed by the breweries, 
claim they are too poor to pay the license 
fee all at one time in advance. The Col- 
lector then accepts 4 partial payment from 
the saloonist or a guarantee from the brew- 
ery. In neither of these cases is a license 
certificate granted, and the saloonist is per- 
mitted to do business without displaying 
his certificate and in violation of the law. 

“Whether the ‘partial payments’ are 
turned over to the city the Collector's books 
do not show. It is evident to me, however, 
that, inasmuch as the administration 
chooses flagrantly to violate the law, the 
payments go to the campaign fund.

Unquestionably William Morris Hunt was 
the greatest of American painters, and by 
his work, by his hearty and substantial en- 
couragement wherever he saw the spark 


of genius, and by his deep and active interest 


m every effort, both public and private, to 
establish schools and galleries, he was an 
inspiration and quickening power to the art 
world. 

On his first going abroad Mr. Hunt placed 
himself under Couture, but later he left him 


for Millet, whom he found in a basement 


engaged in painting his famous picture, 
“The Sheepshearers,” which was to go in 
payment for his color bill. At this time 
Millet was the sport of Couture and his 
pupils, and it was in the face of their scorn 
that Hunt paid the bill, amounting to $90, 
and took the picture. After that he left his 
„former teacher and without being regularly 
instructed by Millet Was constantly with 
him. Of him Hunt said: ; 
His pictures have infinity beyond them. 
Centuries have a limit. When I came to 
know Millet I took broader views of hu- 
manity, of the world, of lite. He was the 
greatest man in Europe; he was immense, 
tremendous—so great that few ever could 
get near him.“ x 
But Hunt seems to have beeft one of those 
few who did get near Millet. They waiked 
and talked and worked together, and the 
things in the French artist's ch ter 
which Hunt most admired were those 
made for his own success. His portraits are 
veritable character studies, putting, as he 
did, all that he, with his wonderful insight, 
saw in the faces of his sitters. He did not 
like Charles Sumner, and in his portrait ef 
him was so much of the aggressivé and the 
proud which, to him, were Sumner's chief 
— censor that it was far from satis- 
actory to the commission for whom it was 
painted, and the bill was never presented. 
In London, however, it was considered good, 
and Sir John Millaig commended it strongly. 
Mr. Hunt planned at one time to founda 
school in New York, together with his 
brother, Richard M. Hunt, the architect. It 
was to furnish instruction in painting and 
architecture, and was to be a credit to the 
country, but it was never achieved, His life 
in America was starved and sad, and it is 
to be regretted that with all his large and 
“unselfish ambition he should never have 
had the gratification of knowing what an 
inspiration and impetus he had been. He 
was a great man, only to be appreciated at 
a long perspective. ‘ 
Miss Knowlton has fulfilled her self-im- 
posed task well and sympathetically, and 
every one who reads the book will be the 
better and wiser for it.

A Tale of Two Loves. | 
“The Light of Scarthey.“ By Egerton

When an author gives us 4 prefatory as- 
surance, as Dickens did in David Copper- 
feld,“ and Mr. Castle has done in this ro- 
mance, that he has a favorite brain-child, 
and that the following story is this child, 
readers naturally expect a masterpiece. 
Dickens did not disappoint his readers, and 
jin a less degree Mr. Castle has re@lized ex- 
tions. The Light of Scarthey is 
the kind of book to lose one’s self in when 
one’s own lights burn rather dimly, and the 
honeyed realm of romance is welcomed as 
an agreeable relief from humdrumness. 
Some may think there ts too much of the 
honey, but that is a matter of taste. The 
realists will ask whether a man would he 


apt to shut himself up in a lonely tower to- 


mourn for the lost love of twenty years ago. 
This is what Sir Adrian Landale of Pulwick 
Priory, Lancaster, does. When we first meet 
him he is a melancholy recluse, dreaming 
away his days as lightkeeper in the tower 
on the Islet of Scarthey. We are allowed 
to take part in this gloomy introspection and 
learn the secret of his voluntary captivity. 
It seems that nineteen years ago, when 
fresh from college, Adrian had fallen madly 
in love with his French cousin, Cécile de 
Savenaye, then married to a noble French 
soldier and the mother of twin girls. There 
is a pretty description of the cousins’ first 
meeting, and of Adrian's abject bewitch- 
ment and his resolution to conceal his love. 
“Adrian,” explains the old squire to 
Cécile, is a little mistake of dame nature: 
his brain was meant for a girl, and was 
tacked on that big body by accident, ho, ho, 
ho! He is quite ladylike in his accomplish- 
ments—loves ic, and plays, by gad, bet- 
ter than our organist.

Pro- 
fessor Budde is a pretty radical “ higher 
eritie,“ although apparently a hearty be- 
liever in the Christian religion.

„% American Statesmen.” 


The Standard Library edition of the Amer- 


ican Statesmen series divides its thirty-two 
into groups or periods, the third 
which is that of the Jeffersonian Democ- 
racy. The six volumes in this group are 
Thomas Jefferson,“ by John T. Morse Jr., 
who is also the editor of the whole series; 
James Madison,“ by Sydne Howard Gay; 
Albert Gallatin,“ by John Austin Stevens: 
James Monroe,” by Daniel C. Gilman; 
“John Quincy Adams,“ by Mr. Morse; and 
John Randolph,“ by Henry Adams. 
This new edition of the American States- 
men differs in numerous points from the 


trade edition, being revised, illustrated with 


good portraits, provided with a co ete 
general index, and furnished with a series 
of new and interesting prefaces by Mr. 
Moree. 

In his introduction to the Jeffersonian 
period Mr. Morse sums up the services of 
the six statesmen before named. Jefferson 
was the founder of the Democratic party, 
just as Hamilton was the founder of the 
Federalist party; yet beyond bringing his 
party into supremacy Jefferson did little. 
He did not make fundamental changes. He 
‘accepted the centralized powers which he 
had inveighed against so bitterly as long 
as they were in the hands of Hamilton. His 
Secretary of the Treasury, Albert Gallatin, 
also adopted in toto the treasury system of 
Hamilton, against which he and his chief 
had said so many hard things. A strong 
centralized government was a bad and dan- 
gerous thing as long as it was in the hands 
of Hamilton and the Federalists, but the 
same thing was beneficial and desirable in 
the hands of Jerfferson and the Democrats. 
Mr. Morse points out this and other incon- 
sistencies in the Jeffersonian doctrine, but 
he also credits Jefferson with the valuable 
service of giving a more popular trend to the 
development of the nation. He thinks Fed- 
eralism, might have ended in forming an 
upper ruling class, which would have been 
undesirable, but he says it is not yet certain 
that the Jeffersonian theory may not be 
going to give us a lower ruling class, which 
would be worse. 

There exists no equivalent of this fine 
Series of biographies. Its scope is that of an 
encyclopedia of American politics, and the 
addition of a complete géneral index to the 
new edition makes the whole as accessible 
as if it had been originally planned for that 
purpose.

Emperor Nicholas has just rejected an 
extraordinary and somewhat impudent ap- 
peal presented to him in behalf of the nobles 
of his empire. His father, with the object 
of assisting the territorial aristocracy to 
develop the agricultural resources of their 
possessions and to help them to tide over 
poor harvests, instituted the so-called No- 
bles’ Bank, which was in reality a species 
of Credit Foncier institution, the idea being 
to loan on mortgage to the nobles money to 
be used in the purchase of agricultural ma- 
chinery, etc. The nobles exploited to the 
most extreme limit the facilities thus 
granted for raising funds on their holdings, 
but instead of spending the money as stip- 
ulated squandered it on the contrary in all 
sorts of insane extravagances, chiefly 
abroad. In addition — this they soon

— is today the Nobles’ Bank 
finds itself out of pocket to the tune of some 
$30,000,000, with an immense amount of 
landed property on its hands, which it can- 
not work or farm out, and which it cannot 
sel} except at absolutely ruinous loss. The 
bank, which is managed by nobles under the 
auspices of the government, recently ap- 
pealed to the Emperor to extricate the in- 
stitution from its difficulties by advancing 
either from his own personal fortune or else 
from the national treasury a sum of at least 
$50,000,000, taking over as security the mort- 
gages now held by the bank. The Czar does 


not see matters in the same light, and fails 


to understand why either he himself or the 
national tredsury should be called upon to 
contribute to the extravagance of the terri- 
torial nobility of the empire, a class repre- 
senting the worst form of absentee landlord- 
ism, extorting every cent from the land 
without spending a penny in developing it. 

The Minister of Finance at St. Petersburg 
has so many other problems of a financial 
character on his hauds that it fs doubtful 
whether he will make any attempt to bolster 
up the bank, and under the circumstances its 
crash may be expected at an early date, in 
which event an immense amount of landed 
property will be placed upon the market, 
while thousands of nobles who have been 
left in possession of their ancestral estates 
| until now by the bank, owing to the latter’s 
impossibility of taking charge thereof itself, 
will be turned adrift to swell the army of 
malcontents, and to thus constitute a danger 
both to the government and to society in 
Russia. 1 


In some countries the aristocracy has 
proved a benefit to the nation. Thus Eng- 
land owes both her parliamentary institu- 
tions and her vast colonial empire to her 
nobility, since it was the Barons who ex- 
torted the magna charta from the crown, 
while England’s transpontine dependencies 
were founded by the younger and portionless 
sons of her blue-blooded families. But in 
Russia the nobility have all along con- 
stituted a blight on that country, their 
opposition to the emancipation of the serfs, 
their absenteeism as landlords, and their 
failure to realize the cardinal principle that 
the possession of land .entafis a moral re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of those dwell- 
ing thereon as well as for its development, 
constituting an economic peril to the coun- 
try. 

The late Czar was fond of describing the 


1 nobles of Russia as the bulwark of his 


throne, and as the defense against anarchy 
and disorder. Ruinéa,. with no prospects 
of any amelioration of their lot, unfitted by 
their education for the earning of a liveli- 
hood by means of trade, industry, or a pro- 
fessional career, it is by no means improba- 
ble that they may become of all dangers to 
the Russian throne and government the 
most threatening, since it ig only by means 
of a revolutionary upheavel that they can 
hope to find some issue to their present 


desperate situation.

Major Henry James Seton of the Royal 
Irish Rifles, who has been so dangerously 
wounded in the battle of Stormberg, in south 
Africa, while at the head of his regiment, is 
a member of that historie Scotch house of 
Seton which is now divided into two 
branches, one remaining in the United King- 
dom while the other has been settled for 
close upon 200 years in the United States. 
The head of that branch of the Seton family 
which has remained in the old country is Sir 
Bruce Maxwell Seton, formerly of the War 
department in London, while the head of 
the American branch, known as the Setons 
of Parbroath, is William Seton of New York, 


civil war, particularly at the battle of 
Antietam, where he was badly wounded, has 
since attained distinction in the world of 
science and letters. 

His younger and more widely known 
brother is that Mgr. Seton, rector of St. 
Joseph’s Church, Jersey City, who enjoys 
the distinction of being the only Roman 
Catholic prelate of American birth who has 
ever been admitted to and graduated from 
the Academia Ecclesiastica at Rome, which 
is restricted exclusively to theological stu- 
dents of noble birth, and from the graduates 
of which the Nuncios and diplomatic offi- 
clals of the Pope are exclusively recruited. 

Another American Seton has been distin- 
gulshing himself recently as an officer of 
infantry in the Philippine Islands, and it is 
a strange coincidence that the two branches 
of this illustrious family should be repre- 
sented at the present moment on battlefields 
in different parts of the world, one Seton 
fighting for England in south Africa, and 
the other for the United States in the Philip- 
pines. ‘ 

—— 
There are few families either in this coun- 


try or in Europe whose record is more inter- 


esting or interwoven more closely with na- 


tional history on both sides of the Atlantic. 


Thus, every reader of the works of Walter 
Scott will remember the devotion of that 
lovely Mary Seton, who was the most beau- 
tiful and the favorite of the four Marys who 
figured as maids of honor to the iM-fated 
Mary Queen of Scots, accompanying her 
from Scotland to France, and thus back to 
Scotland again, and into captivity. .. 
There is scarcely a page of Scottish his- 
tory in which the name of Seton does not 
figure. It is represented to this day in the 
aristocracy of Sweden, occupied for three 
centuries a conspicuous place in the Patri- 
clate of Milan, and serves as a species of 
connecting link between some of the houses 
of the grandest aristocracy of the United 
Kingdom, and a number of the pldest and 
most blue-blooded families of nial de- 


‘scent in the United States. 


Among the British peerages which have 
been held by the house of Seton have been 
the Earldoms of Winten and of Eglington, 
the Barunies of Seton and of Parbroath, the 
Earldom of Dunfermline, the Baronetcy now 
held by Sir Bruce ‘Seton, etc. Students of 
Shakspeare may remember that the Im- 
mortal Bard described a Lord Seton as be- 
ing in attendance on Macbeth. 
There is just a question as to whether the 
American Setons are not entitled to the 
Marquisate of Huntley, while there are cer- 
tainly American claimants to the old Eari- 
dom of Winton. now held by the Earl of Eg- 
lington, whose own family—namely: Mont- 
gomery—is represented in this country by 
the Montgomerys of Philadelphia, and 
through them related to the Kernochans of 
New Tork. 

The old Seton Earldom of Winton is now 
held by Lord Eglington, as descended 
through the female line from one of the 
earlier Earls of Winton. But the claim- 
ants to the Earidom, whol understand in- 
clude Ernest Seton Thompson, author of 
that charming book. Wild Animals I Have 
Known,” and George Seton Anderson, a 
native of Liverpool, ‘base their pretensions 
on a marriage said to have been contracted 
by the fifth and last Earl of Winton, who. 
after being imprisoned in the Tower of Lon- 
don and scentenced to death for his loyalty 
to the ill-fated Stuart dynasty, managed to 
effect his escape to the continent, and lived 
for a time, first at the court of France, and 
then at Rome, the closing years of his life, 
the circumstances of his. death, and his 
burial place being wrapped in mystery. 
It is asserted that this fifth Earl was 
married to the daughter of a Scotch physi- 


ian named Dr. McKlear, and if the certifi- 


cate of this marriage can be found either iu 
Scotland or else on the continent of Europe, 
where the greater part of the fifth Earl of 
Winton’s life was passed, the pretenders 
would be able to establish their claims to 
the Earidom. though not to the estates.

“YONUON, Jan. 28.—Have we got to the 
pottom? That is the question of most in- 

in the money market. 1 am disposed 
to think that we have, for after the bank 
rate was reduced to 4 per cent on Thursday 
the open market began to harden. On 
Wednesday three months’ bank bills could 
now and then be discounted for a fraction 
under 3 per cent. Yesterday the rate was 
passing firm at 3% per cent. Short loans 
dave not risen above 2 per cent, but they 
are sure to follow the discounts if the de- 
pudation of balances conjinues. There 
powever, is the doubtful point. 

In the last fortnight the open market has 
jost upward of £4,600,000 through the eollec- 
tion of revenue and repayments, but next 
week the government, which has flooded the 
market with 14,000,000 in new credit, pro- 
cured from the bank, will in the ordinary 
course release large amounts, and thus 
restore the money taken away, or part of it. 
It consequently is possible that the mar- 
kets may ease down again. The Bank of 
Germanys nete circulation is now about 
£2,000,000 within the amount for which it 
has to pay the government 5 per cent, and 
therefore it will probabiy ceme down to 
5 per cent soon. The Bank of France is 
back almost to the normal level, and the 
United States maiket seems to promise 
cheapness for a considerable period. Why, 
then, some say, should the London rate 
further recede? 

Speculation at Standstill. 

The recent dearness has stifled speculation 
so much that the Pennsylvania railroad’s 
issue of new shares is the only fresh public 
demand on capital made this week. Six per 
cent has been like the Canadian winter to 
the beaver, and general business has suf- 
fered as if from a stroke of paralysis. The 
fair inference, therefore, is that we are at 
the beginning of a period of stagnation, and 
that the bank rate might even go lower. 
‘Jam not going to prophesy, but I think that 
further reduction is improbable, if for no 
other reason than that the government must 
soon be a heavy borrower, and that the 
foreign demands on the bank’s stock of bul- 
lion is sure to be ominous if the discount rate 
is allowed to go below 3 per cent. Even this 
rate is too low for safety, as witness the 
‘fact that all other markets are now above us. 

But the truth is that guessing is barred by 

orance of the government demands, Re- 
port places the various amounts to be asked 
next. week of Parliament at £15,000,000 at 
the lowest, a sum altogether inadequate. 
But take it at that, and its collection and 
disbursement must have a powerful influ- 
ence, first in curtailing, then in expanding 
the credit supplies of the market, as money 
is collected and paid out. Said payments in- 
yolve exports of gold, and stringency is 
certain to appear again. Further, India 
must soon come in for a loan, and the Cape 
has been obliged to raisé £600,000 already to 
avoid default. It will be necessary to fund 
this and to provide other colonies with con- 
siderable sums so as to keep the wolf from 
the door. All this means either that gold will 
be @xported or intercepted. 
| Cheapness Not Permanent. 

On the best supposition, therefore, the 
London money market cannot remain com- 
forteably easy for more than a week or two 
at atime. It stands to be shot at from all 
ever the world. The greatest help to a 
maintenance of low rates lies in the shock- 
ing destruction not only of speculative bus- 
mess on the Stock Exchange but of trade 
enterprise in all directions. Although tho 
6 per cent rate has gone like a bad dream, 
its consequences are with us still and will 
presently appear in diminished trade re- 
turns. The factories are running half time 
or shut down. 

On the industrial side, I think reaction 
has made same progress and that we shall 
see a reduction in use of banking cred- 
it in this direction alone which might, under 
ordinary circumstancés, suffice to fix the 
cheapness of money on the market for 
months, All, however, depends on the 
government, even to the coal scarcity, which 
is becoming more and more acute and 18 
driving manufacturers to despair. 


Profit of the Banks. 

Our banks did well in the last half of the 
year, much better than in the first month of 
the new year.

TELLS OF ALSACE-LORRAINE. 


Book of Theddore Cahn and Louis 
Forest Describes Conditions as 
They Really Are. 


(FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE CHICAGO N- 
UNE BY @. C. PURUCKER,} 

STRASBURG, Jan. 16.—Theodore Cahn 
and Louis Forest have written and published 
novel entitled “‘ Alsace-Lorraine, 1877-1899 
—L’Oubli?” Theodore Cahn is the author 
of a long list of romances, of which many 
are patriotic and some extremely chauvin- 
istic. He was a member of the League of 
Patriots and followed the black steed of 
General Boulanger. Louis Forest is a 
younger Parisian politician, who in the en- 
counters of the last two years distinguished 
himself by his courage on the side of the 
Intellectuals.“ These quite dissimilar spir- 
its agreed to write a book which should tell 
“the truth about Alsace-Lorraine.”’ They 
wished to answer the question, What are 
really the thoughts, in their heart of hearts, 
of the people of Alsace-Lorraine and what 
is the attitude of France to be?“ 

They observed the manners, customs, 
„the hopes and resignation” of the Al- 
satians and Lorrainians. and studied eco- 
nomic and social conditions in the annexed 
provinces. The result of their observations 
and study has been: Resignation is grad- 
ually taking the place of hope.“ They 
thought it necessary to put an interrogation 
point after the Oubli” in the title. But 
they reveal their convictions more clear! 
in the motto with which they introduce the 


. book—for they repeat the words of Jules 


Ferry: France must place a cross on 
Alsace-Lorraine,“ and they are still a little 
clearer yet in their romantic story. 

That they chose the form of romance to 
impart their impressions may appear, per- 


‘haps, somewhat timid. One might think 


that they did not dare admit it to be the rule 
that the French spirit in Alsace is going to 
sleep little by little and vanishing; that they 
only dared to represent it as an exceptional 
case, But, in reality, they do not deal mere- 
ly in solitary cases. They group around the 
two heroes persons of all ranks of the Al- 
satian people. Cities’ and peasants, rich 
and poor are portrayed; and everywhere is 
manifest the same conflict—viz.: the conflict 
between old inclinations and the demands 
of daily life. Under the weight of daily re- 
quirements the old tendencies are fading into 
memories.

garrison of Mets falls in love with a young 
Alsatian, the daughter of the manufacturer 
Stockmann, of the most irreconcilable 
of the irreconcilable. The authors call this 
Lieutenant Frits von Schabelkraft. Old 
Stockmann, who has left Strasburg and set- 
tled in Meta because his son forgot his 
French in the schools of nat- 
urally does not want the Lieutenant for his 
son-in-law. Louise is not to be _ styled 
Frau von Schnabelkraft.“ But Louise loves 
the officer, who saved her life on the skating 
rink.

This love idyl is prettily told. But what 
the two authors accomplish as romantic nar- 
rators is less important, of course, than their 
work as his of Alsace-Lorraine. So 


far as I can judge, this description is among 
the best, if not the best, that has been given 
for a long time of Alsace-Lorraine. Louis 
Forest is a Lorrainian who knows his home 
in its smallest and last nooks and corners. 
The German politicians who until recently 
wrote about the annexed provinces have 
never had such correct knowledge and in- 
formation, for, naturally, the inimical in- 
habitants closed to them, if not the interior 
of their houses, the inner precincts of their 
hearts. The French politicians who. after the 
war. talked of Alsace-Lorraine were almost 
always blind owing to their reasonable sad- 
ness, and they were unjust on account of 
their hatred. In L’Oubli” one sees with 
pleasure two things: perfect knowledge of 
the country and a zealous, almost anxious, 
endeavor to be righteous, and to obliterate 
one’s self from the tramels of fear. 

The Germanization of Alsace-Lorraine 
would, doubtless, by this time be much 
further advanced than it ts if there had been 
more confidence in a quiet development on 
the part of the Germans, if they had not 
aroused opposition and obstinacy by rough 
rudeness, and if they had been more consid- 
erate of feelings that were not unreasonable 
and that might have been easily understood.

SOME BANKS DENY CONCESSIONS.

banks say they are not making concessions 
from their fixed rate of 6 per cent for time 
loans. No rates of less than 5 per cent have 
been reported in any instance. 

Bankers generally say that they do not 
look for any permanently low interest rates. 
The demand, they say, is too good to admit 
a return to the low rates that prevailed last 
spring. While opinion on the subject is di- 
vided, some of the bankers think that rates 
will work down from 6 per cent and settle 
on a basis of 5% per cent, with occasional 
concessions to favored borrowers at 5 per 
cent. More disposition, apparently, has 
been shown to shade rates for time loans 
than for demand loans. None of the bank- 
ers admits that call loan rates have declined 
below 6 per cent. There is a possibility that 
rates for this class of loans may go lower 
after Feb. 1, but there is no certainty about 


the few days intervening till that date. 
The merger of the Bank of Commerce with 
the Union Bank of New York will take place 
March 15. Circulars to stockholders outline 
the plan as follows: “ After the National 
Union Bank, by increase of.its capital stock, 
shall be possessed of net assets approximat- 
ing $8,200,000, the National Bank of Com- 
merce, already having assets approximating 
$8,500,000, will be prepared to effect practi- 
cal consolidation upon these highly satis- 
factory terms: First, by paying to the hold- 
ers of its present stock a dividend of 10 per 
cent; and, second, by issuing 50,000 shares 
of new stock for use by the Board of Direc- 
tors in the acquisition of the assets of the 
National Union Bank, which then will be 
more than equivalent to those of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce in New York. The 
effect of the proposed consolidation will be 
to give to the National Bank of Commerce 
in New York a capital and surplus larger 
than that of any bank in the United States.”’ 
The Banks of France and Germany lowered 
their discount rates last week, following the 
action of the Bank of England. These re- 
ductions had been expected by Chicago bank- 
ers, and did not, therefore, occasion great 
comment. The Bank of France at no time 
raised its rate so high as the other two in- 
stitutions, and increased it only when Eng- 
land's demands for gold grew stronger. 
The Bank of France is more nearly a finan- 
cial institution for the French republic than 
the Bank of England is for England. It has 
larger cash holdings than any other bank in 
any country. Its cash resources for several 
weeks have amounted to more than double 
the gold that has been held by the Bank of 
England during that time. In addition to 
that, it had a large sum of silver in its 
vaults. The Bank of France does not have 
to keep any certain percentage of its de- 
posits for reserve to meet reserve require- 
ments. It is the fiscal agent of the govern- 
ment, which appoints the meh who hold the 
offices of Governor and Deputy Governors.

ern Preaching Art of Right Liv- 

ing—Issues of Life and Death for So- 
ciety in the Minister’s Keeping— 
Entering into Full Possession of 
Moral Gifts Through Long Study 
and Patient Drill. 


The Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis 
preached at Central Church, in Central 
Music Hall, yesterday morning on The 
Difficulties of Modern Preaching.” It was 
his first reappearance in the pulpit which 
he left last March for Plymouth Congrega- 
tional Church, in Brooklyn, and he faced 
a great congregation, while hundreds were 
turned away, unable to find even standing 


room. 
Dr. Hillis found his text in the words of 
paul: Unto me is this grace given, that I 
should preach the unsearchable riches of 
Christ, and make all men see the mystery 
which from the beginning of the world hath 
been hid in Good.” He said: 
“Tt is sometimes said that man is born 
without original righteousness. But man is 
born without original arithmetic, original 
geography, original history, or original in- 
dustry. Beginning in ignorance, slowly the 
pupil climbs to the level of his wise’teacher. 
By long study and patient drill the aspirant 
for wealth, or fame, or power enters into 
the full possession of his intellectual and 
moral gifts. And we are not surprised that 
man’s growth in morals requires long drill, 
patient study, and practice. If the intellect 
asks for its college, the spiritual faculty 
must also have its school of instruction. 


University of Morals. 


In reality, therefore, the church is a uni- 
versity of morads for right living. It is a 
school where the Bible is the divine hand- 
book of right living. It is a lecture hall 
where the old Hebrew prophets, poets, and 
Kings stand forth to ply men sometimes 
with words of hope and encouragement, and 
sometimes with words of fear and warning, 
and where, at last, Christ appears as our 
master and model, but also our Savior and 
king. And what the library and lecture hall 
do for the development of reason; what the 
art gallery and the great masters do for 
taste and imagination, that the church and 
the preacher are to do for conscience and 
the moral sentiments, and by so much char- 
acter outweighs mere intellect, by so much 
is the work of man building more than 
system building. 

There is no art like the art of right liv- 
ing. There is no science like the science of 
carrying the faculties in the home and in 
the street so as to bless man and not blight 


him; so as to help man and not hurt him. 


Therefore, said the prophet of Brantwood, 
the issues of life and death for society are 
in the Christian pulpit. Precious, indeed, 
those thirty minutes by which the preacher 
tries to get at the hearts of a thousand 
men to convince them of all their weak- 
nesses, to shame them for all their sin, to 
warn them of all their dangers, to try by 
this way and that to stir the hard fasten- 


lings of the doors where the master him- 


self has stood and knocked yet none 
opened, and to call at the opening of those 
dark streets, where wisdom herself has 
stretched forth her hands and no man re- 
garded—thirty minutes to raise the dead in.’ 

And so long as the American home is 
founded on purity, refinement, and love; so 
long as American society makes justice in 
its law, wisdom in its schools, ethics in its 
politics, and honesty in its commerce, so 
long will the Christian pulpit be necessary 
to sive bread to those who are hungry; to 
give light to those who are in darkness, and 
life to those who sit in the region and the 
shadow of death. ae

Sheldon may 
make a good minister; it does not follow 
that he will make a good editor. Jesus never 
promised to make his disciples good editors.

One thing 
already appears—Sheldon has departed from 
the simplicity of Jesus at the beginning by 
allowing himself to be boomed in the way 
he has.

Branch Company May Be Organized in 
Chicago—President Tripler Talks 
of Developments. 


A branch company of the Tripler Liquid 
Air company of New York will be established 
in Chicago soon, according to the predictions 
made yesterday by a stockholder of the 
parent organization.

Until Friday afternoon Dean Bowen had 
enjoyed exceptionally good health.

After her death telegrams were sent to her 
mother, Mrs. H. D. Bowen, and her sister, 
who reside at 204 Oakwood boulevard, and 
her brother, Herbert H. Bowen, now in 
Arkansas. Mr. Bowen is expected in Chi- 
cago tomorrow, and funeral arrangements 
will not be made till then. 

Miss Bowen was the youngest woman ever 
called to a position on the faculty of North- 
western University.
